Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Specifically, claim 1 , line 6 which recites "milling or grinding or breaking" is 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for implementing 
the use of alternative expressions and phraseology in the claim language which cause 
the claim and all claims which depend therefrom, to be indefinite. The implementation 
of alternatively expressed elements, which are not considered to be basic equivalents, 
cause the issue of uncertainty to be raised with respect to the intended scope of the 
claim language. Hence, the processes of "milling or grinding or breaking" are 
considered to be alternative processes which are not basic equivalents. 

4. Furthermore, in claim 10, lines 4-5, recites "and drying the foam thereby 
produced" is considered to be confusing and requires revision.
